FWISH RABBI, ILL 
PLUNGES T0 DEATH 
FROM 15TH FLOOR 


Rabbi Cecil Levy, 65, Said 
To Have Been Despond- 
ent; Elevator Operator 
Witnesses Fatal Leap. 


Leaping from a window on the fif- 
teenth floor of the 22 Marietta Street 
building, Rabbi Cecil Levy, widely- 
known Jewish religious leader, com- 
mitted suicide shortly before 11 
o'clock Sunday morning, according to 


police reports. 

The rabbi had been in ill health for 
15 weeks and was despondent, friends 
said. He was 65. 

The death leap was witnessed by 
W. J. Goggins, of 404 Pulliam street, 
who carried the rabbi to the fifteenth 
floor in the elevator. The body fell 
10 stories, Janding on the fifth floor 
court roof, 

Goggins told police that Rabbi Levy 
and a negro man, later identified as 
Wodie Dennies, who lives in the base- 
ment of the rabbi's home at 213 Hunt- 
er street, S. K., had come to the 22 
Marietta Street building early Sunday 
morning and were carried to the four- 
teenth floor, The two stayed in the 
hallway of that floor two hours be- 
fore ringing for the eleyator to bring 
them down, Goggins said. 

The Jewish leader hurried away 
from the building and boarded a street 
car, but the negro stopped and told 
Goggins that he was affaid because 
the rabbi had asked him to “help him 
jump from the fourteenth floor win- 
dow. Dennies went then to tell Mrs.

A short while later Rabbi Levy 
returned and Goggins took him to the 
fifteenth floor. On the way back down, 
Goggins said he saw.the man step 
from the hall window sill and vanish. 


Goggins hurried down and ‘notified 
authorities, 

Rabbi Levy was shokat for the 
Jewish congregations here and 
been a resident of Atlanta for nearly | 
25 years. 

Goroner Paul Donehoo Sunday 
signed a death certificate for him and 
no inquest is to be held. 

The shokat had been in failing 
health for some time and 15 weeks 
ago his condition became more se- 
rious. Friends said he brooded be- 
cause he believed that his illness was 
incurable, 

He is survived by his wife; a 
daughter, Miss Esther Levy, of At- 
lanta, and a son, Joseph Levy, of 
Chicago. 

Funeral services will be held at 2 
o'clock this afternoon at the chapel 
of Sam Greenberg & Company. Rabbi 
Harry Epstein and Rabbi T. Geffen 
will officiate and interment will be in 
Greenwood cemetery.

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NO PLACE FOR POLITICS. 


There will be general approval of 
the demand by the police committee 
of council that the council as a 
whole consider the recommenda- 
tions of the FERA traffic survey, 
in place of their being referred to 
the various ward delegations. 

The recommendations seek to 
correct evils existing in our present 


methods of traffic control and to | 


simplify and equalize the city-wide 


system so that confusing and un- 
necessarily conflicting conditions in 
the various wards will be eliminated. 

The traffic control reforms 
sought by the survey will be of 
little value if they are not applied 
generally in every section and on 
every thoroughfare of the city, and 
council should consider them by 


Ps concerted action. 


Any other method of considera- 
tion means the introduction of poli- 
tics into the effort to solve a prob- 
lem of vital importance to every 
resident of the city. It will mean 
the danger of a continuance of the 
present antiquated and confusing 
system as the result of demands 
made upon individual members of 
council by unwise or selfish con- 
stituents willing to put their per- 
sonal convenience above the good 
of the city as a whole. 

The entire country has been in- 
expressibly shocked by the recent 
sea tragedy in which 134 passen- 
gers of the Morro Castle lost their 
lives. Yet each year in Atlanta half 
that many men, women and chil- 
dren lose their lives in traffic acci- 
dents and the public maintains an 
attitude of indifference. So long 
as Atlanta continues to have a traf- 
fic control system improperly de- 
vised to meet the demands of safety, 
this tragic toll will continue to in- 
crease. 

The reduction in the loss of life 
and the damage to person and prop- 
erty are the chief objectives of the 
FERA survey now being conducted. 
The survey, which is being made 
under the direction of nationally 
known experts, contemplates the 
modernization of the local traffic 
control system on a city-wide basis. 
There must be the same degree and 
method of control in each section 
of the city if the average motorist 
and pedestrian are to be expected 
to use the streets in a legal and 


ment that it is possible a constitu- 
tional amendment will be submitted 
to the voters in this fall’s elections. 

The Ohio plan talls for a single 
vhouse, with a membership of 54, 
to serve four years and be paid 
$5,000 for the full term. The pro- 
ponents of the plan cite the large 
saving that such a legislature would 
effect, and stress that the members 
of such a body, representing larger 
political divisions, would generally 
be better qualified public leaders 
than is the case with the members 
of the average legislature as now 
constructed. 

There can be no doubt that 
small legislative bodies are far more 
effective in the discharge of their 
duties than those with such large 
membership as to necessarily com- 
plicate their deliberations. 

As in the case of Georgia, large 
legislative membership tends to pre- 
vent the prompt and efficient han- 
Ming of matters of state-wide in- 
terest because of the time taken 


of importance only to the territory 
represented by individual members. 
Hundreds of local bills are intro- 
duced at each session of the Geor- 
gia legislature, taking up time that 
should be devoted to measures af- 
fecting the welfare of the entire 
state, and usually bringing on a 
congestion at the end of each ses- 
sion that results in lack of action 
on vital bills. 

Georgia is not alone in this re- 
spect, and it is evident that sooner 
or later the states, whether through 
Senator Norris’ plan of one-house 
legislatures, or in some other way, 
will seek to reform legislative con- 
ditions that are obstructing the or- 
derly discharge of the duties of this 
branch of government.

cardinal sin by the farming folk 
of his section. 

True, his act may have caused

No worker in this mill is under 16 years of age and none is paid 
less than $12 a week.

But that doesn’t represent a family’s income. Most of the families 
have at least two wage earners; some of them three, four or five, 

Whether low or high, these wages are above the community ayerage.. 
The mill worker makes more than the clerks in the uptown stores, and 
the best-paid ones get more than dur school teachers, who are required 
to have an A. B. degree. | | 

Money wages, however, tell only part of the story. - Whereas other 
workers pay a third of their income for rent, the mill people pay only 
20 cents a week for each room, and this includes electricity. For water 
they pay a fat $1 2 month, and the mill furnishes wood and coal at cost. 

Uptown people work six days 2 week, and sometimes seven. The 
mill people work eight hours a day, five days a wéek, and loaf on

In an account which he later 
composed, Marco told about a strange 
liquid which flowed out of the ground 
near the Caspian sea. 


“On the north,” he declared, “is 
found a fountain from which flows a 
liquid like oil. Though not used for 
food, this liquid is good for burning, 
and for anointing camels which have 
the mange. The oil keeps on flowing 
freely, and loads of it are placed on 
camels to be taken away. 

This is the first record known to 
have been made of the famous oil 
wells of the Baku district. 

The Polos crossed Persia and then 
passed north of the Hindu Kush, a 
great range of mountains. Then they 
went over the mighty desert known 
as Gobi. Marco did not leave a com- 
plete record of the method of travel-

But by this time Sheriff Gaddis. 
had found the men he had been seek- 
ing to swear in as special deputies 
for the duration of the strike. He 
had 200 of them. 

Most of them were boys from the 
country, tall and supple and clean-cut 
youths from the Georgia mountains. 
Boys who had carried a hunting rifle 
since childhood, most of them, afd 
who could shoot out the eye of a 
squirrel at 200 yards. Then the sher- 
iff. obtained a supply of machine guns. 
And he found ex-marines to man these 
weapons. Men who bad .. directed 
streams of lead from similar weapons 
with the “devil dogs” in France. 

People in Cartersville who had seen 
these men at target practice told me 
every one of them could draw a six- 
inch circle with bullets from his gun 
in a tree stump 250 yards away. 

Breastworks Erected. 

They erected breastworks at the 
entrance of the mill, using compress- 
ed cotton bales, through which no 
| bullets can pass, for their fortifica- 
tions. They established sandbag look- 
out posts, with a machine gunner and 
a searchlight in each, on the roofs 
of the buildings. They posted guards 
all around the mill, 10 feet apart. And 
they posted a group at the main en- 
trance who would let no automobile 
enter without inspection. It was wise, 
for a day or two, to turn on your 
dome light so the boys could recog- 
nize you easily if you went to tlie 
mill at night. 

Sheriff Gaddis put a white cap on 
each of his men, as identification. 

And the flying squadrons heard 
about the arrangements at Ateo and 
they kept away. Wherein they dis- 
played their wisdom. 

Now the national guard has taken 
over. Two companies of the 122nd 
are encamped behind the mill and the 
uniformed soldiers of the state have 
replaced Sheriff Gaddis’ deputies, And, 
while rumors still circulate and while 
the strikers still hint at plans of 
attack, everyone knows that there'll 
be no trouble at Atco. 

For, as anyone can see, an army 
of 5,000 soldiers could not enter the 
place with less than half their num- 
ber killed or wounded, unless they 
first of all destroyed those cotton bale 
defenses and machine gun nests with 
artillery. And the strikers have no 
big guns, it is understod. 

Most of the troopers of the 122nd 
wish a flying squadron would come. 
They'd like nothing better than to 
contribute an object lesson on the 
foolishness of interference with Geor- 
gians who want to work when the 
governor of the state has told the 
guard to proteet that “inalienable 
right.” | a 

Of course it is possible that the 
guard could disperse any mob with 
nothing more painful than tear gas. 
Or vomiting gas, which is the variety 
many of the companies carry. 

But the beys in the line want the 
strikers to come on. Gas or guns or 
bayonets. They'd like to use one or 
another or all three. 

The troops at Atco will be disap- 
pointed, however. The strikers will 
steer away from that place, whatever 
they may do in others. 

For even flying squadrons have a 
modicum of wisdom.

—entirely to the contrary. Not be- 
cause the plant was an easy target 
for strikers and their picket lines and 
flying squadrons. 


Concentrated on Mill. 


But because the workers were loyal, 
because the physical condition of the 
plant made it exceptionally hard for 
the strikers to penetrate, it was found 
that the union leaders had decided to 

concentrate their every effort on clos- 
ing down this mill. It would be a 
feather in the cap of the strikers, a 
feather that would lend courage to and 
serve as an example for strikers in 
other areas, if they could close down 
the Goodyear mill at Cartersville. 

There are 750 people who work 
there. With their families they live 
in modern, comfortable and attractive 
homes on the mill property. The 
“village,” a place of about 1,500 pop- 
ulation, is located just at the rear 
of the mill. The entire property is 
surrounded by a metal fence and the 
only open approach is through the en- 
trance and down the driveway at the 
front, which is on the highway. With 
their own stores, with a splendid first 
aid station in the mill and with all 
other conveniences for life right there, 
it was unnecessary for those who 
air to leave the mill property 
at All. 

Of the 750 workers not more than 
100 voluntarily left their jobs when 
the union called the national walk- 
out. All the others were content and 
desirous of staying at work. Their 
only wish was for the mill to stay 
open and continue to provide their 
employment.

Statement of Petry. 


The following statement was issued 
Sunday night by O. E. Petry. secre- 
tary of the Georgia Federation of 
Labor, after he had been advised of 
the arrest of J. Ralph Gay, union 
organizer, at Macon: 

“No one can deny the inalienable 
right to work. The right not to work 
is just as sacred to free men. Both 
laws are founded upon the same ba- 
sis. Neither can be questioned. 

“The Georgia Federation of Labor 
has advised, and will continue to 
advise, against violence in any form. 
The textile workers are citizens of 
Georgia and with rare exceptions are 
being unusually patient in face of 
great provocation. 

“Surely the people of Georgia do 
not approve conditions such as the 
following: Where mill officials are 
deputized as officers and arrest and 
search peaceful citizens without a 
warrant and place them in jail: for 
hours where no crime has been com- 
mitted or even charged. Then order 
them out of town with threat of 
murder if they return, and after be- 
ing held in jail and released these 
citizens are waylaid just out of town 
and assaulted, some of them being 
nearly killed. 

“Nor will the people approve drag- 
ging a mother away from her four- 
months-old baby on a charge of tres- 
passing upon a vacant lot and hold- 
ing her in jail without bond. 

“Nor will they approve a special 
deputy arming 14-year-old boys and 
old men with guns supplied by the 
cotton mills, and announcing that he 
is taking the law in his own hands 
and going to run every striker out 
of the county, notwithstanding that 
these strikers are citizens and taxpay- 
ers. Numerous reports have been re- 
ceived today that this deputy is car- 
rying #ut his threats in open viola- 
tion of the law. 5

Net Sales Totaling $215,284,000 
Shown by. Wholesale Firms Here 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16. - 00 
The census bureau reported today that 
the 639 wholesale establishments in 
Atlanta, Ga., a principal distribution 
center of the southeast, showed net 
sales in 1933 aggregating $215,284,000. 

These businesses, the bureau said, 
employed 7,519 men and women at 
a total annual pay roll of $11,576,000, 
of which $148,000 was paid to part- 
time employes. 

Net sales were 56.8 per cent under 
the 17.000 business done by 
750 wholesale firms in the Georgia 
city during 1929. - se in the 
number of establishments during the 
four-year period totaled 14.8 per cent. 

Loss in numbers was due ci- 

to a decrease in the agents and 

rokers classification from 132 in 1929 
to 61 last year. 

Total volume of wholesale business 
in Atlanta was distributed 35.8 per 
cent by wholesalers proper; 43.2 per 
cent by manufacturers’ gales branches; 
9.3 per cent by agents and brokers 
and 11.7 per cent by all other types. 

Of the total number of establish- 


ments, 46 per cent were wholesalers 


brokers,” due in part, the census bu- 
reau said, to a decline in the volume 
of cotton. business of brokers. 

William L. Austin, bureau director, 
wrote of the Atlanta report: 

“While the decreases in the busi- 
ness of Atlanta wholesale establish- 
ments for 1933 as compared with 1929 
are normal to a large extent, some 
of the decline is due to a number of 
factors other than the depression.
